REVEREND SIRS, 


F all erne Chriftians, making truly bur one Body,are 
to be guided by the of the ſame ſpirit and 
ſame heart, and are, out of confiderations F chariry 
towards God, oblig'd to be render of the ſpiricuz!l 
concernments one of anocher , in thoſe emergeacies 
which Heaven is pleas'd to preſent them with ; it muſt 
needs be, that all che Paſtors of the Catholick Church 
ſtand in a far greater obligation to that dury. For ir 
being expetted chat their charity ſhould be much more 
ſhining thar of private men, as being the patrern 
and modell thereof, itis accordingly bur juſt ic ſhould 
more cloſely cement them together, and engage them 
heyond others, to mutuall helps and afſiſtances, fox the 
berrer improvement & cdification aud thoſe ſouls which 
God hath committed to their charge. 

Out of this conſideration was it that we were indne'd 
ro entertain with a favourable reception, what hath 
been repreſented td us by our Reverend Brethren the 
Curez of Ronen in oor, late Aſſemblies. Which was 
this, That, the Reverend Curt of ©. Machu, one du 
Af ? ce 
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the moſt conſiderable among them , having thooght 
himſelf obliged to ſay ſomething C in a Synodal Ser- 
mon, preach'd before his Grace the Arch-Biſhop of 
Ronen, above on hundred Curex, and abundance of 
other perſons ct quality ) againft the pernicious Ma- 
ximes of certain Caſviſts, as ſuch as diſturb the order 
cf the Aierarchy, and corrupt Chriſtian Morality 3 
And that , having fince declar d ina Sermon preach'd 
in his own pariſh, thoogh he preach'd agaivſt choſe 
corrupt Naximes, yet he did got arttibure ihem to 
any Order, or to any Community or Body of men, 
but oppoſed them confidered onecly in Themſelves , 
The Jetuirs of the City of Rowen have neverthelelle 
thouzhe themſelves ſo mi ch diſobliged and injored by 
the pullick diſparagement done the dotirine contained 
therein, that they preſented to his Grace the Arch- Bi- 
ſhop of Reoaven, in the name of Brother Jobn Briſacter 
Reftor of their Colledge in the ſaid City, a Fetition 
filled with injuries and calumnjes againſt the Perſon of 
the ſaid Cuic of Saint Machu; to the endy that, has 
ving blaſted his credit, and reputation, all others might 


be deterred from engaging in an attempt ſo hazard- 
c 


ous as that of the publick diſcredicing of what thoſe 
ſcandalous Authors. dare publickly write and openly 
maintain: That this unworthy treatment of their 
Brother had obliged them to- afſemblg, rogether to ex- 
_ amine thoſe points in Morality which had given the 
ficſt occaſions of the difference: That to eftett thar, 
they had peruſed the Books out of which they had 
been taken, and that having made faichfull Extrats 
thereof , they had found : Box ſome prepoſicions 
ſo extravagant, and fo likely to pervert foules, that 
it ferther ingaged them to fide with their Brother , 
ro demand all rogerher the condemnation. thereof ; 
That, to that parpoſe; they had preſented a Petition 
to his Grace the Arch-Biſkop of Raven, who , ha- 
vingretumn'd them anſwer, that that Aﬀaig was of gene- 
call concernment, and refleRted on the whole Church, 

expreſſed 
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expreſſed ro them his inclinations to have the buf” 
neſſe returned up to the right Reverend Lords of tt 
Generall A cf the Clergy of France, then fit” 
ting at Peris. And this was it that gave them ogcaſi 
on to addrefſe themſelves alſo ro Us, ro the end that 
by mutoall end joynt affiſtances, ovr endeavours might 
prove the more effefuall ro obtain a Cenfure of thefe 
Maximes, as ſuch as are abſolucely oppotice to the rules 
and ſpirit of the Goſpel , whereof they have fent vs 
extracts, and to check the violence of thoſe, who , 
by their power, would mnzzle the P:ſtors of the 
Church, who being appoinred by God to be warch- 
men and Sentinels to the Houſe of Iſrael, according 
to the words of the Scriprure, are obliged to cry ouc 
and givenaice of whatever may prejudice thoſe ſouls, 
whereof God will one day demand fo ſevere an account 
at their hands. 

This advice of theirs, full of prudence and zeal, 
having had a great influence vpon vs, hath put us up- 
on a reſolutionin our late aſſemblies, not onely to joyn 
ovr endeavours with thoſe of the reverend Curez ct 
Ronen, bur alſo to imitate them, by communicating 
to you this Aﬀair which - indeed is common to all, 
fince it equally concerns vs all rhat the Chorch, the 
chaſte and undefiled Spouſe of IE SUS CHRIST, 
whereof we are entruſted with the condud, under the 
auchoriry of ovr Lords the Biſhops, ſhould nor receive 
any (por: or pollution in hes Morality, by Maxives 
that ace: corrupt, and abſolutely contrary to her hcly 
adminiſtrations; and that ſhe ſhould not any longer ly 
ſubje&'to the ſcandalous reproaches which her pro- 
feſſed Enemies, the Hereticks, burthen her with up- 
on this occaſion , in that they would have her to be 
2ccoumable for thoſe pernicious opinions of certain 
pr.yace Cafviſts, though ſhe bath ever oppoſed and con- 
demned them by. her Canons and Decrees. 

Tis with thisdefign, and purely out of 2 conlide- 
ration of doing the Church ſome ſervice, and to = 
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end you might be fully acquainted with all that paſſed 
ge y we ſend you a copy of the Pe. 
tition, which the reverend the Curez of Rowen pre» 
ſented to their Arch-Biſhop, with a faithfull excrat 
of ſome of the Propofitions, taken out of a fir grea- 
ter number of others ſuitable thereto, which contain 
fuch a dodfrive, as no man that hath ever {© little 
_ EI Salvation — —_—_— 
a horrour at; and among which we one 

in thoſe that concern Morality, and not thoſe for 
concern the Hierarchy. Whereof we hope this ef- 
fe, that being bound up in the ſame ſpirit of peace, 
concord and charity, and embarqued in the ſame 
defires of cultivating thoſe ſouls which are commir- 
red ro ns all, you might joyn with us,” as diverſe of 
the reverend the Curez of other Diocefes have al- 
ready oftered to do, and accordingly ſend your Ler- 
rers of - procuration or A to the Syndics of our 
Company , authenticated by rhe reſtimonies of wo 
publick Notaries, and ſet at the bottome of the Ex- 
at which we ſend you of the propofirions to be 
condemned 3"and ro demand and proſecute joyatly 
with us, as well before the Lords of the Generail 
Aſembly of the Clergie of France, as elſewhere, as 
ir ſhall He rhought requiſite , the Cenſure and con- 
demnation of theſe perniciovs maximes , which cor- 
rupt and Poiſce Chriftian Morality, and diſturb ci- 
vill Sociery, ſuch as are thoſe whereof we fend you 
the exrats, and others of the ſame thread. 

Thar fo, the people , whom God hath commitr- 
red ro our Charge , under our Lords the Prelates , 
way henceforth be preſerved from that morrall ve- 
nome which inclines them to liventiouſoeflc and Li- 
bertmiſme : and thar we may have occaſion all ro- 
gether to praife and blefſe rhe Father of Afercies ,

To the Right Reverend Father in God, the 
moſt Illu ftrious and moſt Religious, the 


Arch-tiſkop of Rouen, Primate of Nox- 
mandy, 


'He Dcan and Curez of Rowen, whoſe names zre 
vader wrirren humbly ſbew, That for ſome 
years paſt, masy great Prel-res, and others cf the 
Clergy, men venerable for their piety and abilities 
have obſerved, and according'y complained as well in 
their writings as their di{courſes, that divers late Au» 
thors who h:ve treated cf Morall Theolvgy and the Ca- 
ſes of Conſcience, have taught in their writings and the 
books they have fer forth upon theſe ſubjeds, certain 
pernicious dottrines, ſuch as corrupt good manners, 
ad are abſolutely oppoſite to the maximes of the Go+ 
ſpell, That the lite Archbiſhop, your Uncle and pre» 
deceſſfor was one of thoſe, who made the greateſt dif- 
coveries of rhe conſequences of this inconvenience , 
which he bew:yles very much in that excellent Trea- 
tiſe of his, intituled De Rebus Eccleſia, where, with a 
zcals and carucſtneſſe worthy ſo great a Prelate , he 


-be- 
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bemoans the corruption of Morality, and the diffoln- 
tion of Diſcipline which hath been cccafioned by the 
deſtrutive principles of the accommodating and comply - 
ing Theehgie "of the late Caſuifts , whoſe books he 
compares to thoſe Iittle penitentiall Treatiſes which 
were heretofore uſed as infſtruftions to Confeſſors in 
the adminiftration of the Sacramene of Penence, into 
whith there crept fe many errours and abuſes, thac 
the ſecond Councell' of Chrelons under Charlemaigne , 
and the fixth Councell of Paris under Lewis the De. 
bonaire,thought themſelves oblig'd ro condema them. 

Bur beſides theſe matters of grievance for which 
we have the complaints of divers eminent perſons of 
theſe times againſt che Caſviſts , ir hath many times 
been thought neceffary to t the further progreſſe 
of rhe corrupt dofrive of ſome by Cenſures and other 
juridicall wayes, which coorſe was taken with a Book 
writ by Peter Milhard, a BenediQine Monk, entituled, 
The grand Guid of the Curex 3 as allo with that of Ar. 
Bertin Bzrthauld, a Prieft of the Dioceſſe of Coutance, 
intituled, The DireHor of Conſeſſors, both which received 
their cenſure from the Theologal Faculry of Paris. And 
fince thit time hath the ſame courſe been taken with 
the Book of the Summary of Sinnes, written by Father 
B anny, a leſuir, which h:th been cenſur'd at Rome by 
the Congregation appoinred for the prohibition and 
condemnation of Bocks, and in Frence by the Aſſembly 
generall of che Clergy, April 12. 1542. as contain« 
mg ſuch propofitions as might incline Sovls to liberti= 
niſme and the corruption of good manners, and vio. 
late naturall right and the Law of Nations, excuſe blaſ- 
phemies Uſuries, Simonies avd many other the moſt 
horrid tranſgreſſions. 

And your Grace may tate it further into confidera - 
tion, how that it is expreſſed in the AR of Cer fore , 
that ovr Lords the Prelates had reſolved to have a 
Syſtem of Morall Divinity compoſed by ten or twelve 
Doors of the moſt eminent of che faculty of Paws 
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which ſhould be approved by the Prelates of this 
Kingdome, and rectived in all their Diocefſes, ſoin 
ſorve mezſure to prevent the inconveniences occaſioned 
by the mulciplicicy of bookes of that nature. And 
Ah two years after this cenſure was paſſed , that 
is to ſay. in the yeare 1644. Father Herean, a Je» 
fuir, Reader of Caſes of Conſciences in. the Col- 
ledge of Clermont in Paris, haveing entertained his 
Scholars with cerwine pr jons prejudicial ro the 
Lives of men, the Vaiv put in an Information 
againſt him for it, and preſented to the Parlement 
three Petitions one after another. In the firſt where. 
cf, dated March. 5. in the ſame yeare, the Vniverſi- 
ty prayes, That the Jeſuits might not be itted 
r Bows forth to Divinity ia the Co of 
Clermont or any where elſe, In the fecond , the Vai- 
verſity repreſents ro the Court , and ſhewes that the 
Doctrine contalned in the writings of Father Hereax , 
is not to be conſidered as the opinion afped as. 
ticular man , but as the dofirine of ſeverall Authors 
of that Society. And the drift of the third petition 
is , to perſwade the Court to ſupprefſe that book 
Father Cauſſinxs , which is called , An Apologie for the 
Religious men of the Society of Jeſus , wherein that 
Jeſurt endeavours to vindicate his Society from the 
charge put in againſt them by the Vnrverſity, and an» 
dertakes , In that Libellt, to juſtify the pernicious 
doftrines which had occaſioned the preſenting of the 
two former petitions. 

While theſe things were 'in agitation, the Kin 
having ( advice had with kis Conncell ) receive 
notice of the pernicious dofrines taught at the Col- 
ledge cf Clermont , ſent for the Proviaciall and ſuperi- 
ours of the three houſes which the Jeſuits have about 
Parii, and diſcovered to them , in the preſence cf the 
Qneene Regent his Mother , how much he was di% 
tati-fied with the Propofirions ranght by F. Herean 3 
weliing them that the Superic urs were very _ ro 

ame 


me to come. 
as it may be ſceninthe Order of the 


publickly of ſuch Queſtions, as were complai 
t 


that they diſclaimed » thioking it very dangerous 
they ſhon!d be cither taught or treated of ; and that 
for the farure they would take ſuch a courſe , as that 
in their Colledges thete ſhould not be advanced any 
thing that might prove prejudiciall ro the Publick. 
The effe& of theſe declarations of theirs , was , that 
the King , with the advice of his Covacell ſent our 
ſevere prohibitions to the Jeſuits and all others, that 
ay ſhould not for the futore cither in their publick 
Leftores, or otherwiſe , treat of any ſuch propoſitions, 
with an injun&tion to the Superiours to be very warch- 
full chat there ſhould nor, in any of their kouſes, things 
of that nature be adyanced ; and in the meane, that 
F, Hereau ſhould remaine ſecured in their Colledge , 
till ſome further order ſhould be taken about him by 
his Majeſty. 

The 
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The noiſe and ſtir, which thofe pernicious propofiti- 
ons of Father Hereesx's did at that time raile about 
Paris, and particularly theſe that concerned the killing 
of evil ſheakers, revived the curiofiry of a many very 
learned and judicious perſons to look more narrowly 
into the dodrine of the Caſuifts, The Aothors of the 
bookes written at that time in defence of the Vniverfi- 
o againſt the defignes and attempts of the Jeſuits, 

ew up Catalogue of a many dangerovs propoſitions, 
wh'ch may be found principally in two Bookes ; where- 
of one is inſtituted, Atedemicall Traths 3 and the 
other, The Anſwer of the Vniverſity of Paris , to the 
Apolegie for the Jeſuits , written by Father Caufinus. 
But much about this very time , as allo lince, there 
have been publifhed ſeveral larger collefions, where - 
in zre rallyed together © abundance cf abhominable 
propoficions, which are, in the ſaid Collections attribu- 
red ro the Caſuiſts 5-and thoſe the moſt eminent cf that 


qv liry. 


This was it alſo, may it pleaſe your GraCe, that gave 
ny occaſion , ro examine with the greateſt care we 
could, whether there were to be found in the bookes 
of thoſe Authors, Dofrines ſo pernicious, as thoſe that 
were cited in the Colle&ions. 

The charge of Paftors which we exerciſe in the 
Church under your Authority, and the obligation that 
lyes upon us, to prevent the Soules commited to our 
charge from being infefted by this contagion, and 
the Prieſts who adminiſter the Sacrament of Penance 
in ovr ſevera!l pariſhes, from raking for a rule theſe 
dangercus maximes: , and put them in prattiſe in our 
Corfteffion Scars , have engaged us to joine together 
m this defigre, and we have with the ſame ſpirit and 
fume heart conſulted the bookes we could meet with, 
wherein we have found a great number of erroneous , 
drvgcrous and dereſtable propcfirions, and have 
Gawa up true Copies of the fame, which we pre» 

ſci.£ 


the M ter of Jeſwniſme, I 
Cent to your Greatneſſe , accordingly to obraine the 


cenſure thereof. 

And whereas this evill hath ſpread it ſelf & far, that 
it cannot any longer be either concealed or d, 
it may be thought high tive to hinder ics further pro- 
grefle by ſome effetuall remedy. For, things are 
come to that paſſe, that unleſſe Epiſcopall Authority 
interpoſe it ſelfe and 1iſe vp, to condemn theſe lewe 
propoſitions , ſuch of the people as are acquainted 
therewith might be erroneouſly perſwaded that theſe 
opinions , being taught by Catholick Doors, and 
tolerated iu the Church , are not corrupt, and that 
they be followed with ſafety cf conſcience ; 
which, (tf ſome ſudden proviſion be not made againſt 
it, may produce very deplorable efle&s. For thoſe 
that have bur any thing more then ordinary inclinati.. 
ons to piety , will till be ſcandaſized atit, the more 
diſſolute will thence take occafion to ſome with more 
iaſolence and encouragement , and hereticks will be 
ſure to make their advantages of ic, that is, think 


it a juſt ground navy. is diſcredic rhe Catholick 


Church, by laying at doore theſe pernicious 
maximes, as hath been done heretofore by the 
Miniſter Dus Meulin in his book Of Traditions , where 
he reproaches the Church of Rome wich the peftilenc 
opinions of ſome of our Calviſts, 

It is on the other fice to be confidered , that there 
never was ſo much neceſlity to abate the confidence 
of theſe newly-illuminated Divines, whereof we fiad 
the latrer fill adding ſomething to the extravagance 
of their predeceſſors 3 which it were no hard marter to 
make appeare by diverſe notorious examp'es that 
will deſerve notice ſhould be taken thereof, $0 that 
if ſome courſe te not taken ro ſupprefſe a temerity fo 
prejudiciall to the Church. it's to be feared , that 
Time may hereaſter ſo. bring things about, thac 
men mzy take fcr ſound dotttin's and undeniable 
Truth, abundance of dangerous propoſitions, which the

et to adrance otherwiſe then as queſtionable and 
Your Grace having taken all theſe things into 
ſerious confideration.

PROCESS the Propofirions which the Cure 
of S.  Maclea publickly cry'd down in his- Ser- 
mons, whereof there is a catal hereunto annexed, 
and fo , thar once done, joyn iffue, and after all things 
have been fairly debated, to ftand to your judgement 
upon the whole marrer. 

And for onr parts who are your Petitioners, 
and call upon you as our judge and Father, we hum- 
bly defire your grace will be pleaſed to continue us in 
your protedion, together with the ſaid Cure of Sr. 
Maclen, whoſe caſe we all make onr own, and, by 
condemning theſe pernicious dofrines, keep thoſe 
qu'et and fil-r:t who would divert us from oppofing the 
ſame, and diſcovering to the people the dangerous 
conſequences thereof. And we beſcech you further 
ro 
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to confider, how infuppottable ir muſt be to the Pas 
ſtors and Cvrez of your _ by to tons, cans -q 
particular perſons amo eſuits, ſhould make jc 
their buſi of to ſtop thei mouths, and to divert them 
from preaching the truth of ſound dodiine, and to op- 

the exrravagances of an erroneous Marality, 
while it is ſuffered that thoſe very particplar perſons 
ſhould publickly countenance and maintain them, as 
is done dayly by the ſaid Father Briſecier, as well by 
writing as diſcourſe, as we ſhall figde it no hard mat- 
ter to prove, if he it; 

Ner does he do this kiaiſelf, but, as if his example 
were contagious, the ſane thing hath been done, and 
Regent in Divine in your Areti-epicopal Collcdge, 
R 1m ty in your i- epi ce, 
who, not thinking it enough, that he had beatea 
down and endeavoured to deftroy, as he bath done 
this laſt year, that point of Ecclefiaſtical and Hierar- 
chical diſcipline that is the beſt eſtabliſhed in your Di- 
oceſi, as having made ſeveral ſet diſcourſes to his Scho- 
lers ( who are in a manner all Priefts well known and 
reſpetted in our pariſhes ) againſt the obligation of 
hearing parochial Maſſes, and againſt the Authority 
which the Prelates have to oblige the people thereto, 
hath, within chis moneth, forbora his ordinary Le» 
&ures, outof a defign to excuſe, nay, indeed to 
maintain, the pernicious dodtrin of the moſt diſallow- 
ed Caſuiſts of his Order, as having, among others, un» 
dertaken to juſtific thar book of Father Bauny's, enticus 
led, The Summery of Sins, and to make his dotrin paſs 
for ſound and innocent, though that very book had 
beencenſured at Rome, as alſo by our Lords the Bi- 
ſhops in a general Aﬀſembly. 

It was alſo with the faire exceſs of confidence that 
the ſaid Father de Bois hath greſumed to vindicate Fa- 
ther Amicivy a divine of-his Society, upcn the ſabjeRt 
of Murther to be committed on thiſe who ether ca/umniate 
& threaten to calumniate Priefls or Religions men, even 

: wo 
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to that height, as that in the laſt Lefares he read to 
his Schollers withia theſe few dayes, be hath clearly 
maintained, that it was lawful for Priefts and Religious 
men, to defend, eriam cum morte invaſoris, the repu- 
tation they have acquired by their wertue and prudence, 
when there is no other courſe to be 16ken to divert the de- 
trafler. 

All which when your grace hath taken into ſerious 
conſideration, we humbly deſire, you will be plea- 
ſed to order the ſaid Regent publickly to retract and 
diſclaim the propoſit.oas he hath advanced, as well 
againſt good manners; as againſt the order and dil- 
cipline of your Dioceſs, and that -of the whole 
Chupch, and that a prohibicion be iſſued our, thar 
he may nor for the ſurure ſpread abroad any ſuch 
ſcandalous dofrines, upon pain of thoſe cano- 
nical chaſtiſemencs incurcible by the contrary. 


And in the meen time, we (ball pray unto God who 
i1 the great Maſter of all goed and wholſame defArine, 
that be wenld preſarve your grace, to tbe ond that ju - 
ritie may be reeflab'iſbed in his Church, and weld 

Ju in all yrur undertakings.

Had ſent you a printed ſheer, with this title, Tie An- 
ſwer of « Divine to the Propefitions extratied ont of the 
LETTERS of the FJANSENISTS, by ſome of 
the Curex of Roucn 3 which anſwer bath been preſented 
to the Right Reverend the Biſhops met together in the Ge« 
nerall Aﬀembly of the Clergy. 

I cannot but imagine how much you were ſurprized 
at the firſt reading of that Anſwer . and how that at 
the ſame time your judgement of it was, that itcould 
be no other then an infamous Libell, and a ſcandalous 
Pamphletrt purpoſcly ſcattered abroad to blaſt the ho- 
nour and holinefle of the Church, derogating from the 
authoriry of the right Reverend the Arch-biſhop of 
this place, and deftruftive ts the innocence of the Pa» 
ftors who endeavour to ſerve and maintain that divine 
Spouſe of IESUS CHRIST.

Whar greater circumſpefticn could be ui'd in a 
proceeding of this nature ? And certainly there needs 
no more to give an abſolute defeat to the impoſture 
of thoſe, who, purpoſely to diſparage the ſaid Cu- 
rez, and to raiſe ſome clouds of diviſion and Jealou- 
fie among them, affirme, that diverſe of them were 
ſurpriz'd, and inconſiderately drawn in ro engage in 
that party.

Author of the Pamphlet muft give me leave to tell 
him, that his way of proceeding is not juſtifiable. In 
the 93. Letter, which he cites, we find, that the 
Church bath « power to take « courſe with Priefts of ill 
lives, and to cut them / reno © if ſhe 


think it fit , and that i & it, they are no longer to be 
reputed Priefls , but to be hhoked on as ſcenlar perſons, 
This faitkfull Secretary hath lefr ont the word re- 
puted , which is to be feen in all che latter edicions 
of thoſe Lenters, and was omitted onely in the firſt 
printed at Paris, throogh the Primers negligence, 
and is accordingly put opon his ſcore among the 
other Errets at the beginning of rhe Book.

Defirous to finde out ſome reaſon 
thereof, Thave often both obſerved, it my ſelf, and” 
have it from the information and judgement of ſeveral 
ſons, whoſe integrity, zeal, experience, and 
arni 1 am well farisficd of, that the principal 
cauſe of this deplorable ation and diſorder, 
proceeds from the over indulgence of many confefſours 
who are ready enough ro open trap-doors to let men 
into diſſolution and Libertinilme, taking for ſecurity 
for their fo _ ſome new opinions of certain divines, 
who, inſtead © meakering their proceedings by the
